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Humans Seldom Contract 
Foot and Mouth Disease. 

Foot and mouth disease, an acute and 
highly contagious disease which occurs 
chiefly in cloven-footed animals,’ has 
made its appearance among dairy cattle 
and hogs in several counties of central 
California. The standard methods of 
control, which consist of €attle quaran- 
tine, destruction and burial of affected 


herds, as well as continued and careful 


search for cases, are being rigidly ap- 
plied by the state and federal divisions 
of animal industry. 

For the benefit of health officers who 
desire information concerning the pos- 
sibility of human beings contracting the | 
disease, it may be said that they are not 
frequently infected. The disease may 
be contracted by children who drink 
raw milk from cows afflicted with foot | 
and mouth disease. There: is slight | 
danger of children contracting the dis- | 
ease from this source, however, as most 
of the milk consumed in California is 
pasteurized, with the exception of certi- 


fied milk and Grade A raw milk, both)

The dis- 
ease is primarily a disease of cattle. 


There have been five outbreaks of the 


disease in the United States prior to the 
present epidemic. All of them have been 
completely exterminated by the animal 
‘industry authorities.

of Automobile Camps.

TO fulfikthis demand the fol- 
lowing draft of such an ordinance, based 
upon the Los Angeles automobile camp 


. ordinance, has been prepared: 
FORM OF ORDINANCE FOR REGULATION OF 


AUTOMOBILE CAMPS. 


-. Section 1. For the purpose of this Ordi- 
nance the term “‘Public Camp” is defined to be 
any place, area or tract of land upon which 
are located two or more camping parties, all 
cam ing eck located on said area or tract 
of lan aving a common use of any part 
thereof, or any convenience thereon. A camp- 
ing party is defined to be a person, or two or 
more persons together, using at the same time 
a tent, automobile, or automobile camping out- 
fit, a camp wagon, or such other camping 
facilities for living or sleeping purposes. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to establish, maintain, 
operate, conduct or carry on, or to cause or 
permit to be established, maintained, oper- 
ated, conducted or carried on in the city or 
county of , any public camp unless 
under and by authority of a written permit 
from the health officer of said city or county 
permitting the establishment, maintenance, 
operation, conducting or carrying on of such 
public camp, issued by said health officer upon 
the written application of any person for him- 
self or on behalf of any corporation or asso- 
ciation of persons. Said health officer may 
consider any facts or evidence bearing on the 
sanitary conditions surrounding the area or 
tract of land upon which said proposed public 
camp is to be located... Said health officer is 
hereby further empowered to ascertain that the 
operation or maintenance of any public camp 
will in no way jeopardize the public health, 
and for this purpose may make «additional 


rules and regulations bearing on the sanitary | 


conditions of such public camp. When said 
health officer shall issue any permit under the 
terms of this section, the same may be revoked 
at any time thereafter by said health officer 
if said health officer becomes satisfied that 
the maintenance of said public camp is a 
menace to the public health for any reason. 

Sec. 3.. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to establish, maintain, con- 
duct or carry on any public camp, unless there 
shall be at all times posted in a conspicuous 


place upon said area or tract of land upon 
which said public camp is located, a_ permit 
obtained from the health officer of said city, 


in accordance with the provisions of section 2 
of this ordinance. 

' Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to maintain, conduct or 
carry on, or to cause or rmit to be main- 
tained, conducted or carried on any public 
camp, unless said public camp shall be _ pro- 
vided at all times with a resident caretaker 
whose duty it shall be to enforce all rules 
and regulations and to see that no law or 
ordinance is violated by any person camping 
thereon. It shall be the duty of said manager 
or caretaker to keep a record of all camping 
parties, which said register shall specify the 
date of arrival of said camping party, the full 
name and permanent address of each person in 
said camping party; and in the event said 
camping: party is traveling by means of an 
automobile, said register shall further specify 
the name of the owner of said automobile, 
the city. and state in which said owner is a 
resident, the. make of said automobile, the 


state in which said automobile is registered,

Sec. 5. The following rules and regulations 
shall be applicable to every public 7 
ground as defined by this ordinance; and it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration maintaining, operating, conducting 
Or carrying on any such public camp to vio- 


j late, or cause or permit to be violated, any of 


said rules or regulations. 


Supervision. 
1. The management of every public camp or 


‘picnic ground shall assume responsibility for 


maintaining in good repair all sanitary appli- 
ances on said ground, and shall promptly 
bring such action as may be necessary to 
prosecute or eject from such ground any per- 
son who wilfully or maliciously damages such 
appliances or any person who in any way fails 
to are with these regulations. 

- 2. At least one caretaker shall be employed 
by the management to visit said camp or picnic 
ground every day that campers or picnickers 
occupy said ground. Such caretaker shall do 
whatever may be necessary to keep said 
ground and its equipment in a clean and sani- 
tary condition. | 

3. Each and every owner and lessee of any 
public camp or picnic ground shall be held 
responsible for full compliance with these 
regulations. 

4. Supervision and equipment sufficient to 
prevent littering of the ground with rubbish 
garbage or other refuse shall be provided and 
maintained. Fly-tight depositories for such 
materials shall be provided and conspicuously 
located. Each and every camp or picnic spot 
istance of 
not over 200 feet from such a depository. 
These depositories shall not be permitted to 
become foul smelling or unsightly or breeding 
places for flies. 


Camping Space. 


5. Each camping party shall be allotted 
usable space of not less than 350 square feet. 


Water Supply. 


Sec. 6. A water supply of sanitary quality 
shall be provided in ample quantity to meet 
all requirements of the maximum number of 
persons using such ground at any time. Said 
obtainable from 
its source or on a pipe distribution system, 
faucets from which shall be located not more 
than 300 feet from any camp or picnic spot 
within such ground. f water supply is ob- 
tained direct from above-ground source, said 
source must be covered properly and water 
withdrawn by means of open pipe or faucet. 
In no case can dipping from open springs be 
permitted. 

Sec. 7. Any water in the vicinity of such 
ground, which may be unsafe for human con- 
sumption, to which campers or picnickers may 
have access, shall be either eliminated or 
purified, or shall be kept posted with placards 
definitely warning persons against its use. 


Protection Against Fires. 


Sec. 8. No fires shall at any time be so 
located as to endanger automobiles or other 
property in the camp ground. No fires shall 
be left unattended at any time, and all fires 
shall be completely extinguished before leaving. 


Sewage and Refuse Disposal. 


Sec. 9. The method of final sewage or 
refuse disposal utilized in connection with 
the operation of any camp or picnic ground 
shall such as to create no nuisance. | 

Sec. 10. Fly-tight privies or  water-flushed 
toilets shall be provided and shall be main-

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tained in a 
provided one for each 25 men and one for 
each 25 women or fraction thereof of the 
maximum number of persons occupying such 
ground at any time. Oo camp or picnic spot 
within such ground shall be at a greater dis- 
tance than 400 feet from both a men’s and a 
women’s toilet. The location of all toilets 
shall be plainly indicated by signs. ‘Toilet 
buildings shall at all times be lighted properl 
and from sunset to sunrise proper lights shall 
be kept burning. 

Sec. 11. A sufficient number of iron hop- 
pers or basins shall be provided, and each 
shall be connected with a sewerage system or 
covered cesspool; these are to be used for the 
disposal of domestic waste waters. | |

Dogs shall be tied up ‘and at no time be 
permitted to run at large in any public camp. 


Construction and Maintenance of Buildings. 


Sec. 12. If cottages, cabins, dwelling houses 
or other buildings to be. used for human habi- 
tation are erected in any public camping 
ground, the following minimum requirements 
for their construction shall be observed: — 


(Notr.—In_ addition to observing these re- 
quirements, all local building ordinances must 
be complied with.) 


1. All floors shall be raised at least 18 inches 
above the ground and space underneath shall 
be kept free from obstruction. 

2. All floors shall be constructed of tongue 
and groove material. 

3. Interior walls shall be of surfaced lum- 
ber or other material that may easily be kept 
clean and shall be constructed so that they 
may always be kept in a thoroughly clean 
condition. | 

4. No room used for sleeping purposes shall 
have less than 500 cubic feet of air space for 
each occupant. 

5. The area of window space in each sleep- 
ing room shall be equal to at least one-eighth 
of the floor area of the room. 

6. Windows of sleeping rooms shall be so 
constructed that at least half of each window 
can be opened. 

7. Cooking shall not be permitted in any 
sleeping room. | 

8. If kitchen is provided, it must be 
equipped with running water and a sink con- 
nected with a sewerage system, septic tank or 
a covered cesspool.

9. If private toilet is provided it must be 

water-flushed and connected with a sewerage 
system or septic tank. Room containing such 
toilet must have window opening to the out- 
side air and its floor must be constructed of 
impervious material. 
_ 10. If bathroom is provided it must have an 
impervious floor and must have window open- 
ing to outside air. Bath and lavatory must 
be connected with sewerage system, septic 
tank or cesspool. | 

11. Covered metal garbage containers must 
be provided; at least one for every two 
buildings. 

12. Buildings shall be cleaned daily and 
after each occupancy shall be thoroughly 
cleaned. If bedding is provided it must be 
kept in a clean condition. ,
